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GARAGE

A single car garage measuring 24 feet by 24 feet is located at the southeastern end of Mill Road,
west of the lockkeeper’s house. The garage is a simple frame structure resting on a concrete
foundation, fronted by a concrete apron. The sides of the garage are covered with wooden drop
siding, and the hipped roof is clad with asphalt shingles. A large, four sectioned overhead door is
offset to the north on the southwest side of the garage. Single windows are located in the center of
each of the garage walls, save the wall that contains the garage door. A wooden personnel door is
positioned at the back of the southeastern wall. Currently, all windows and the personnel door
have been covered with a plywood sheet.
